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ISAAC ASIMOV was born in Russia in 1920 and emigrated 
to Brooklyn, New York, with his parents in 1923. He earned 
his Bachelor of Science degree in 1939 and in 1942 interrupted 
his doctoral studies to serve as a chemist in the U.S. Navy 
until 1946. After receiving his Ph.D. in chemistry from 
Columbia University in 1948, Dr. Asimov worked as an 
instructor of biochemistry at the Boston University School 
of Medicine and was promoted to associate professor in 1951. 

He turned to wHting full-time in 1958. 

Dr. Asimov began writing science fiction at the age of 
eleven and had his first short story published in Amazing 
Stories magazine in 1938. His first book-length work of 
science fiction, A PEBBLE IN THE SKY, was published by 
Doubleday in 1950 and the author branched out into non-fiction 
with a scientific textbook published in 1951. 

Dr. Asimov has to date published 260 books on almost 
every conceivable subject from math and physics to 
Shakespeare and the Bible, in addition to his science fiction 
novels and short stories. Some of Dr. Asimov's best-known 
fiction works include I ROBOT, THE REST OF THE ROBOTS, THE 
GODS THEMSELVES, THE END OF ETERNITY, and THE FOUNDATION 
TRILOGY which was awarded a Hugo as "Best All-Time Science 
Fiction Series." His non-fiction works include ASIMOV'S 
BIOGRAPHICAL ENCYCLOPEDIA OF SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY, ASIMOV'S 
GUIDE TO THE BIBLE, ASIMOV'S GUIDE TO SHAKESPEARE and his 
two-volume autobiography, IN MEMORY YET GREEN: 1920-1954 
and IN JOY STILL FELT: 1954-1978. Dr. Asimov is also the 
editor of THE HUGO WINNERS, a three-volume collection of 
short stories by winners of the science fiction Hugo Award, 
and has written numerous mystery short stories. His most 
recent science fiction noyel, FOUNDATION'S EDGE, was 
published in October, 1982. 
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
